So. at the behest of the Pres* 
ident, the Ways and Means Com m it­ 
tee of the House of Representatives 
has started to prepare a new tax hill 
Some of its mem bers have expressed 
surprise that there is scarcely an ap ­ 
plication for a hearing from interest­ 
ed parties, although 
it is 
notorious 
that everybody is thoroughly dissat­ 
isfied with the existing income tax 
law s— not because they raise so much 
money, but because ibey far -nrpass 
any Chinese puzzle 
in 
bewildering 
the men who have 
to 
make out re ­ 
turns. besides m aking senseless dis­ 
crim inations between 
m n of equal 
financial resources. 
The explanation 
doubtless is that 
taxpayers 
realise 
the uselessness of spending time tn 
talking to thickheads of the Chinde 
Kltt bin type, and are reserving their 
efforts until the m easure goes tu the 
Menute.
